Pending the outcome of negot¬ 
iations, the district is withhold¬ 
ing any further payments. An¬ 
other interest payment becomes J 
due July 1. The district is still i 
in arrears on a $4000 principal 1 
payment, due last December 23.

This reassuring fact was point- 
I ed out by City Clerk Pratt yes- 
| terday, who explained that the 
i $1421.36 bond interest, payment of 
; which was authorized by the city 
council last month, has been paid 
from assessments levied against 
Canyon Park taxpayers, and not 
from an appropriation taken out 
of the city’s general fund. 

The interest payment had been 
overdue since last January 1. 

It appeared likely this week 
that this would be the last in¬ 
terest payment made under the 
old setup, as taxpayers in the 
Canyon Park district are now 
negotiating with the bondholders 
with a view to "adjusting” the 
bond issue which residents of 
the district saddled upon them¬ 
selves when they decided to con¬ 
vert their former dirt roads Into 
up-to-date highways. 

Pending the outcome of negot¬ 
iations, the district is withhold¬ 
ing any further payments. An¬ 
other Interest payment becomes 
due July 1. The district is still 
in arrears on a $4000 principal 
payment, due last December 23.
